Hebrews are represented by a name, 
David or Moses. 
The Greeks inter­ 
prets themselves to all 
the 
future 
through such a name as Plato or 
Homer or Solon. 
The Romans still 
live in the memory of Caesar or Vir­ 
gil or 
Marcus 
Aurelius. 
England 
will be forever known for her Alfred 
or Shakespeare or Victoria. 
Rut a 
country must pay the price for illus­ 
trious 
names. 
America 
paid 
the 
blood and tears of Revolution for the 
illustrious name of the heroic Wash­ 
ington; 
and the terrible 
price 
of 
Rebellion brought for us names of 
heroes whose surprising 
lustre 
vie 
with starry galaxies in the firma­ 
ment above. 
I mention Logan whose 
hair was like a raven's wing, whose 
eye was full cf fire, whose soldiers 
thought it glorious to fight as his 
gallant “Black Eagle” flew 
on 
to 
victory. 
I mention the brave hearted 
Thomas, the “ Rock of Chickamau- 
g a .' who dashed back the rebel tide 
as Gibraltar dashes back the raging 
sea. I mention Sherman who marched 
from Atlanta to the Sea in the execu­ 
tion of one of the greatest military 
movements in the history of warfare. 
Sherman’s march must 
stand 
in­ 
comparable in history, and the sol­ 
diers who marched with him to the 
sea marched with him to glory. 
We 
dare not overlook the name of thj 
heroic U. S. Grant. 
A poor boy be 
stood on the street corner of the 
great city of St. Louis by the side 
of a load of wood, and to the passer­ 
by. he would say “Mister, will you 
buy a load of wood, sir ?” 
The boy 
became a man, and as a man he stood 
behind the plow and failed; he stood 
on the battle field and distrusted bis 
ability to command a regiment. 
But 
amid the fire and smoke and shriek 
of shell lie declared “We’ll fight it 
out on this line if it takes all sum­ 
mer. ’ He did fight his way into mili­ 
tary honors and public 
confidence 
and world renown until history re­ 
cords no greater soldier. 
One other 
name is one without the mention of 
which no remarks like these can b j 
called complete. 
Born 
in 
poverty, 
educated in the fields, this man with 
the mind of a genius and the heart 
of a child emerged from the obscur­ 
ity of the west to face the greatest 
crisis in the life of the greatest na­ 
tion in the history of the world. With 
that 
sad 
sweet 
smile 
that 
ever 
seemed the pathetic prelude 
to 
a 
burst of tears he carried upon his 
shoulders the greatest burden that 
mortal man 
lias 
ever borne. 
The 
cries of the widows and orphans that 
came like the wail of the winds and 
beat upon his bed chamber 
in the 
night, sank deep into his soul, but 
with malace toward none and charity 
toward all he pursued 
his 
way— 
God's way it was— to the final sal­ 
vation of 
the nation. 
And 
then 
when the sun began to peep through 
the rifts in the storm clouds of the 
war, and he saw the nation purified 
and redeemed from the curse of hu­ 
man slavery and reunited in one com­ 
mon glorious destiny, it was heaven’s 
will that he should crown the sacri­ 
ficial ceremony of the nation by the 
emolation of his own life upon the 
altar which had been stained by the 
blood of brothers. 
Search the annals 
of time from Greece 011 down through 
all the marvelous centuries, and no 
nation and 110 time has ever produced 
a greater character, a sweeter, ten­ 
derer soul, a more inspired mind than 
that of Abraham Lincoln. 
And yet 
Lincoln might have 
been a 
dismal 
failure. 
His immortal 
success re­ 
solves itself in its ultimate analysis 
to the fact that after all the union 
was saved not by Lincoln, but by the 
thousands of brave and gallant men 
who left the anvil and the plow and 
marched away to do and die for the 
preservation of the union and the 
emancipation of the slave. 
When 
Lincoln called for 
volunteers with 
whom to feed the thirsty fields of 
war, he might have called like one 
crying in the wilderness 
and with 
no answer but a cry. 
But when Lin 
coin called, the earth trembled wi 
the tread of marching men, and from 
all corners of the north there came 
the glad refrain “We are 
coming 
Father 
Abraham, 100,000 
more 
Yes, and the Union was not preserv 
by Grant or Sheridan 
or 
Sherman 
for had these warriors fallen on the 
field, other commanders would hav 
taken up the fallen sword and 
the 
battle would have gone on as before 
The salvation 
of 
the 
nation 
wa 
wrought by that gallant company 0 
immortal heroes, the American Vol 
unteers, the privates in the ranks. 
You who slept 
upon 
the 
frozen 


ground, you who knew the torture 
heat and cold and felt the pangs 


ith 


red 


o 


lunger and thirst, you who had car­ 
ried the musket and met the shock 
of battle,* and came back home when 
ictory was won to lose yourselves 
in the obscure mazes of useful peaee- 
ul life. 
It was such as 
you 
that 
solved the problem that had foiled 
the ripest statesmanship of a geuer- 
tion, struck the shackles from the 
rrist of slaves, washed from the flag 
le stain of 
human slavery, 
wrote 
into the history of the nation its 
most stirring page of patriotism and 
alor, and preserved for the services 
f humanity a republic of liberty and 
equality, of prosperity 
and 
power 
whose example would prove an in­ 
spiration to all the sons of men, now 
and please God forever 
and 
ever, 
hank 
God, 
the 
great 
fraternal 
trife is over, and today there is no 
North, 110 South, no East, 110 W?st. 
At one of the memorial sendees of 
the society of the Cumberland, held 
at Chattanooga, Tenn., a division of 
Jnion soldiers was on one side, and 
the confederates 011 the other. A boy 
in blue, and a boy in grey stepped 
up to the staff between them, and, 
with hands intermingled they drew 
up the flag, heavily drapped, as the 
ands played “ Star Spangled 
Ban­ 
ner.” 
Then they lowered the flag to 
lalf m ast 
as 
the 
bands 
played 
Nearer My God to Thee,” and 10,- 
000 heads were uncovered and tears 
ell like rain. 
In the great centen­ 
nial celebration held in New 
York 
ity a few years ago, no sentiments 
of loyalty to the Union 
were 
more 
beautiful than those uttered by the 
Governors of the South, and none in 
the line on Broadway were more en- 
msiastieally cheered than the guests 
rom the South. 
No sentiments of 
oyalty to the flag are more genuine 
than those which are heard in both 
louses of Congress from the mem­ 
bers who were Confederates. 
Stone­ 
wall Jackson’s widow 
was 
offered 
the P. O. of her 
city, 
which 
she 
declined in a beautiful patriot letter. 
Chauncey DePew in collecting money 
or the Confederate Soldier’s home 
in Texas, said that many of the con­ 
tributions he received came from the 
Union soldiers and sailors. 
As sec­ 
tions of this country we are bound 
together by the bridges that span our 
streams, by the continuous steel rails 
that support our trains, and by the 
wires that transmit our m essages; 
O 
7 
We are bound together by the birds 
that exchange visits with us, and by 
the silken canopy that shuts us in 
under the same roof. 
Let us know 
no North, South, E ast or West but 
a common America, that, bound by 
the golden cords of interest, and the 
ilken ties of love, we may move 
proudly upward and receive 
from 
the hand of the future the fortune of 
everlasting 
perm a nancy. 
We 
are 
emented by the blood of brave men 
in a Union never to be 
broken, we 
rust, by pen of diplomacy or by bul­ 
let of war. 
While the 
work of the 
»rand Army on earth is finished, that 
which they have done shall live on 
ind on, and generations yet unborn 
shall rise up and call you blessed, 
'here is to me a 
pathos 
in 
this 
Memorial 
service 
which 
cannot 
)e expressed in words. 
There must 
ome a time not very far away, when 
the chief actors in the work of deco­ 
ating our soldier’s graves will not 
>e soldiers who themselves fought 
’or our country's 
life, 
but 
their 
hildren and their surviving country­ 
men. 
While it may not be possible 
o identify the 
last 
survivor 
the 
years will go on remorselessly until 
someone of the 
newer 
generation 
will say truthfully: 
“The very last 
oldier of the Grand Union Army of 
the 
Republic 
passed 
away 
this 
morning.” 
A million men were sent 
jack to the private walks of life 
when the rebellion closed, but forty- 
five years of time’s mowing has cut 
down the human wheat then stand­ 
ing in the field until the sheaves yet 
to be gathered are comparatively few 
indeed. 
You cannot but feel a tinge 
of sadness in your hearts today a* 
you remember how your ranks have 
been thinned since you came from 
the fields and how soon, at the fa r­ 
thest it will be when you, too, shal 
join your comrades in the 
land o 
peace. 
You may transmit to your 
families when you go hence, very 
little of material stores; but your 
part as a Union Soldier in the great 
rebellion will be a legacy to them o 
untold value, and your 
children’ 
children to the latest generation wil 
count themselves honored in having 
come from the stock in which sue 
heroes were found.

must 
hav

py bullet and tom by shell. 
A great 
banner was stretehed 
across 
the 
ront of the building which bore up­ 
on it this inscription. 
“ The 
only 
National debt we can never pay is 
the debt we owe the victorious Union 
soldiers.” We have gathered in suc­ 
ceeding Memorial Days since 
that 
anner was flung to the breezes in 
> art payment of this National debt 
f gratitude which we owe the Union 
oldiers, and for the same purpose 
we are this day assembled. And that 
every succeeding generation may be 
perpetually reminded of this ever in­ 
creasing debt, we should stencil the 
ky with stars so that those letters 
f light may once more forever spell 
‘The only National debt 
we 
can 
never pay is the debt we owe the 
victorious Union 
Soldiers.” 
What 
then should be the attitude of the 
nation toward the men who fought 
nd suffered that it might live? We 
annot honor them too highly, revere 
them too sacredly, nor provide them 


00 liberally. 
And yet I have heard 
it proclaimed that 
every 
crippled 
veteran trembling upon the verge of 
the grave who asks a pension of the 
nation that he saved, 
should 
be 
ooked upon through the microscope 
of suspicion. 
And I want to say to 
ou that the man who 
gives 
ex­ 
pression to sentiments so mean and 
base and contemptible as these 
is 
more infamous and more traitorous 
than the men who fought in uniform 
of grey for the cause they honestly 
thought right. If the hour ever comes 
when the nation no longer looks with 
ove and gratitude upon the services 
of the soldiers of the Civil War it 
will have sowed and nourished with­ 
in itself the seeds of corruption and 
will die of its own 
putridity, 
and 
ought to die because it would not 
eserve to live. 
Multiply a hundred 
imes the amount of money that has 
peen paid as pensions to the soldiers 
of that war; 
multiply 
a 
hundred 
times the number of homes and hos­ 
pitals that have been built for the 
old 
soldier’s 
succor; 
and 
build 
monuments of marble 
until 
they 
penetrate the heavens and you will 
not have approached in your 
pa- 
riotism the patriotism of the men 
who carried the musket through four 
years of bloody war and sacrificed 
all they had for the preservation of 
the union of the states. 
For the 
American people to turn their backs 
on the old soldier now would be as 
hough a child forsake its parents 
> r a church 
forsake 
its 
God. 
I 
would have the nation say to the 
eterans of the civil war. “When you 
were young and full of 
sap 
and 
eager with life, you toiled and suf- 
’ered that 1 might live. 
I know that 
you suffered from the chill blasts of 
he winter wind and the fierce glare 
>f the southern summer sun; 
know 
hat you dragged bruised and bleed- 
ng feet o’er rocky roads from battle 
field to battle field; 
know that you 
‘ought the battle with starvation in 
prison pens and suffered in hospitals 
)f pain and sacrificed all that you 
tad for me, and came back home 
when victory was won to contem­ 
plate in the light of your own hearth 
'tones the lost opportunities 
that 
never have returned to 
greet 
you 
since they knocked at your door and 
found you far away battling for lib­ 
erty, fightifig and suffering for me. 
And now that you are old and few 
and gray I shall not forget you, You 
may be ragged but to me you are 
attired in priceless 
rainment, 
for 
about your forms I see the folds of 
Old Glory. 
You may be bowed be­ 
neath the burden of the years, but 
to me you are as strong and straight 
when you marched proudly away 
to battle for the flag; 
and though 


your eyes be dim, I see within their 
depths a richer light than ever fall 
on land or sea—the light of patriotic 
love. 
And though 
you be 
walking 
through the shadows of the valley 
of poverty, you are to me the knight 
errands of »liberty, who set ten mil­ 
lion human beings free and saved 
my life and nursed me 
back 
to 
health and strength again. 
And be­ 
cause you have been all this and 
done all this I shall protect you, and 
if need be, feed you and clothe you, 
and when at length time beats taps 
for you I shall keep beautiful and 
fragrant the graves in which you 
sleep. And long after the generation 
that know you shall 
have 
passed 
away, and your name recalls to living 
man the personality that once was 
yours, it will be enough to make fu ­ 
ture generations bare the head and 
bow reverently to the ground as they 
read the inscription that I shall in­ 
scribe upon your tomb “Here lies a 
soldier of the Republic.” 
May God 
bless and keep you veterans of the 
Civil War. 
May the hand of time 
touch you gently and when at last the 
sun shall sink for you behind the 
western horizon and the roll call of 
eternity is announced, may you an­ 
swer to your names in the presence 
of the King. 
Loyal and true to the 
last you have been to your country, 
be loyal and true to Jesus Christ until 
you lay life’s armor down and with 
the Apostle of old it will be yours to 
exclaim: “I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith. 
Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteous­ 
ness of which the Lord the right­ 
eous judge shall give me in that day, 
and not unto me only, but unto all 
them also which love his appearing.”

Shortly A fter Little Alma K ellner’s 


Dis appearance at Louis v ille Las t De­ 


cember— Her Body Found in Cellar 


of School of W hich He W as Janito \ 


Louisv ille, Ky ., May 31.—The body 
of eight-y ear-old Alma Kellner was 
found in the cellar of St. John’s pa­ 
rochial school, fiv e blocks from the 
home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred F. Kellner. 
The flesh had fallen 
from portions of the body , which was 
encased in a piece of carpet, sewed to­ 
gether lengthwise. 
An ex amination 
showed that the child had come to her 
death at the hands of some fiendish 
murderer who had taken the body into 
the cella r through a trapdoor after 
wrapping it up in the carpet. 
Almost 
ev ery bone in the body had been 
broken. 
Part of the skull and limbs 
had been seared as though they had 
come into contact 
with a fire, and 
there were ev idences of quicklime hav ­ 
ing been applied to the body . 
The finding of the body of the girl 
who nev er returned to her home after 
lea v ing to attend mass at 9 :45 o’clock 
on the morning of Wednesday , Dec. 8, 
clears the first link of the my stery only 
to lead on to another which may prov e 
ev en more baffling than did the disap­ 
pearance of the child. 
This second 
link is to find the murderer. 
Joseph Wendling, aged twTenty -sev en, 
who was janitor of St. John’s Roman 
Catholic church at the time Alma K ee­ 
ner disappeared, is the person whom 
the police of Louisv ille and the entire 
world will seek to find. 
Wendling 
disappeared from this city on Jan. 14. 
leav ing his wife, who is housemaid 
for Father George Schuhmann, pastor 
of St. John's, without so much as a 
w’ord. 
It is alleged that the carpet which 
was wrapped around the body of Alma 
belonged to Wendling, and the police 
hav e found clothing of his which they 
believ e is bloodstained. A microscopic 
ex amination will be made of the cloth­ 
ing. 
The body was found by a plumb­ 
er wTho was pumping water out of the 
cellar. 
He was engaged in scooping 
up mud in the floor when his spade 
struck the bundle. 
This bundle con­ 
tained the remains of the child. 
The 
ground 
under 
the 
body 
had 
been 
scooped out to a depth of six inches, 
making a shallow grav e. 
Dr. Ellis Duncan, the coroner, made 
an ex amination of the remains which 
showed that an effort had been made 
to do away with the body , partly with 
quicklime and, it seemed, by fire. 
All 
of the ribs were broken from the v er­ 
tebrae. 
The right foot was separated 
from the body and was found in a 
shoe which lay alongside. 
The left 
foot is missing. 
The lower bones of 
the right leg were broken about han 
way down from the knee. 
The back 
of the head was missing entirely . The 
body was in such a frightful condition 
that the coroner was unable to deter­ 
mine what was due to decay and what 
was the work of the murderer. 
The 
body was nude with the ex ception cf 
the carpet.
